at Philadelphia has been well organ- 
ized, and it now remaius^to be seen 
whether it will bs • success—that is 
pay expanses. 
Everybody who has 


baen over the endless display ol 
natural products, art contributions, 
machinery, manufactured goods, etc., 
acknowledge that it is a "big thing,' 
the fullest, largest and most perfect 
of its kind ever witnessed in the 
world. "Thus far, so good." 


Now comes the story, daily 


peated, that the receiptsfrom visitors, 
although respectably large, fall be- 
low the expenses. 
This may be a 


disappointment, but it does not fore- 
bode a failure. The people living at 
a considerable distance from Phila- 
delphia arc not ready to see "the 
show." 
They were aware that the 


first month of the Exposition would 
1)9 unsatisfactory—the machinery not 
in full operation, the contributions 
not in place, and the grounds not in 
presantuble order. 
When 
these 


matters become perfected will lie 
lime enough for all "Out West" to 
attend the great Exposition. 


There is another matter that mili- 


tates against the pecuniary success 
of the Centennial Exposition. These 
are "hard timos," many leading 
branches of industry are crippled, 
thousands of people are out of em- 
ploy, aad hundreds of thousands nre 
earning barely enough to buy food 
and clothing. 
Hence, 


fortunate year for the Exposition; 
and when few would hesitate to go 
in prosperous times, a great many 
•will have to decline through sheer 


FORTY MILES AN HOUR. 


The "lightning train" which wen 


through Beno last night was a bi 
thing for this country. 
It show* 


how possible it was to make fas 
time; and yet in Europe we find tha 
the schedule time of many roads i 
from forty-five to sixty miles ai 
hoar. Now when we open our eye 
at forty miles an hour and call it 
tremendous thiag, etc., wo must for 
get the fact that English and Eastern 
roads do it every day. True, it is a 
long distance and the grades are 
heavy and road-beds bad in many 
places, but does it not stand to rea 
son that if one train can go clea
